FILMS AS PART OF WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS 
Classics of African American Cinema 
Wednesdays, 7 :30 pm, J une 29- July 27

In celebration of the exhibition Benin: Royal Art of Africa, five highly acclaimed recent African 
American films highlight The Cleveland Museum of Art’s Wednesday Evening Festivals the last 
week in June and throughout July. These five very different movies showcase the talents of the 
current generation of African-American directors and actors. Charles Burnett’s To Sleep with 
Anger explores the ongoing evolution of black culture with a tale of a middle-class Los Angeles 
man and his superstitious and shifty old friend from the South who comes to visit and dismpts a 
solid family life. Do The Right Thing, Spike Lee’s powerful 1989 hit, is the best known of these 
films, with Lee and Danny AieUo establishing a complex and problematic rapport in raciaUy-tense 
Brooklyn. Julie Dash’s Daughters of the Di«r jumps back 100 years to foUow an isolated commu- 
nity moving from a remote Southern island toward the industrial North. One False Move is a clever 
crime movie that made many critics’ top- 10 lists in 1992. Rounding out the series is Chameleon 
Street, WendeU B. Harris’ prize-winning tme story of faker extraordinaire William Douglas Street. 
All made in the USA, in color.
